Since the opening ot tlie iirclia^ological gallery on the ground 
iioor of the new extension to the Museum (plate i) by Ilis 
J^ixcelleucx the (tovcfiioi; on |)ecenibei’ t, xisilof^ h<iV(' lor 

the first time had put before tliem in a wa\ that they can readily 
understand, a brief outhne of the history, as revealed by art, of the 
early empires of northern India, and of the principal empires and 
kingdoms ot the Soutli right up to modern times. Till this new 
gallery became available the exhibits m the arclneological section 
liad all been arranged on iconogiaphic lines. Now stone sclupturc 
illustrates history, while bronzes continue to illustrate iconography. 
TTie recent addition of a large number of splendid examples of 
Hindu stone sculpture Inis (mabk'd us to eliminate ail inferior 
ones, at last making the collection worth} of camparisoii with 
file collection of bronzes, while its beauty shows to much better 
advantage in its new setting. Sculpture of the early empires 
of nortliern India, without leference to whudi tlie s(ail[)ture of 
the south cannot be properly understood, wuis pi'eviously repre- 
sented by Gra'co- Buddhist sculptures only, the school of least 
importance to the study of indigenous Indian sculpture. With 
the aid of the Director-General of Arclneology m India and of the 
Curators of Museums in the north, specimens and photographs 
have been acquii’ed to illustrate the development of early 
indigenous sculpture from Mauryaii to (4upta times, and w’e are 
HOW' able to exhibit example^ of Suiiga, CHaeco-Buddhist , Kushau 
and Gupta sculpture, Mauryan and northern Andhra being 
represented by photographs and southern Andhra by our fine 
collection from the Amaravali and other stupas of the Guntur 
and Ivistna districts. 

That this mode of illustrating Indian liistory by actual 
examples ot vuork produced in different times and areas meets 
a real need of the general public is evidenced by tlie care witli 
wTiich w'e see it being studied and the explanatory labels read — 
not of course liy all or even by more than a comparatively small 
minority of the large total number of daily visitors, but neverthe- 
less by an appreciable number of them — wTiile during the four 
months that tlie new gallery was open in the year under review' 
115 copies of the guide to the arclneological collections, first 
plil)lished on the opening day, w'ei’e sold. 

Tliis gu!(k^ aims at juoviding, in a form thal can he taken 
aw'ay and kept for reference, ilio gist of tlie information given 
in the galleries. It contains a lirief account of the history of 
South Indian temple architeefure and sculpture, put in relation

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to tile developiueiit of early Jiidiaii 'sculpture in the north and id 
Eastern Indrui nieduevai .sculpture, tlie'^e subjects bein;i dlus- 
trated by a map, diagrams and a lew photographs. It also includes 
Holes on the bistoiy' (jf South Indian sei'ipts, a sununary of the 
histei'j ni' ludian coinage, and a short oiitlnie of Hindu. Jiuddlust 
and Jain iconogra[)h\ , all of eourso with special reieretici* to 
South India. And ventuie to hojie tliut the public will find 
in it a ])ackgruimd for the proper appreciation of Indian culture 
simple enongii for all to understand, yet to which more detailed 
knowledge may easily he related. Fiwv visitors to Indian museums 
Iniy such guides unles- tliey arc extrcniely cheap. Illustrations 
had therefore to be severely restricted and Go\ernmeiit sanc- 
tioned a supplementary volume of 40 plates so that representatives 
of all the main t>pe^ of sculpture mentioned could be included, 
the price being fixed at S annas each for the guide and Its. 
for the volume ot illustrations so that they might be witliin the 
means of as many as possible, leaving no margin even fur trade 
discount. That the volume of illustrations also meets a definite 
need is showui by the fact that 05 copies were sold before the 
beginning of April, more than lialf as many as were sold of the 
guide in spile of its cost necessarily being three times as high. 
These books have already been w’ai'ndy commended in a notice 
of them given in Nature, the leading British scientific weekly 
paper, in wliii'h it is said ‘‘ Xo sirougoi’ plea than iliat aihaaled 
by the>e cuides could he put forwai-d for the adoption of a 
Vjg{)rons torwsu'd policy cu oie ediK^alional side tlii'ougluail lh(‘ 
5^Iuseums of India. \^ the rep )i'( of tlie 5^ruseu:iis CommiN^-ion 
showed, these insliliitions a^'t* a]road\ [)iaie> of po])ui;U‘ resort; 
but it depends upon the arrangement and administration of the 
museum itself whether they are mere I’cpositorics of ‘ (-urios,’ 
or really serve to bring lionie to the [)eople the eontinuily in 
spiritual meaning underlying objects and buddings and structures 
familiar to them in their daily life.’' 

During the j)i*e]>aration of the guide several interesting facts 
hecauiie apparent tliat seem to have escat>ed notice before. 
J'hus it was seen tliat among insialbed caising slal)s from the 
Aniaravati stupa, dated by the script as being from about the 
end of the first century A.i). and thus contcmporancons wdth 
the earliest representations of Buddha in bodily form in the 
indigenous sculpture of the north, though most hear symbolic 
i*epresentation^ of Buddha at the time of his enlightenment, 
first sermon or nirvana, two ^liow* him in bodily form, pwjving 
that the tendency rowairds ^howdng him thus extended fi'Oin 
iMathura fthc modern ^^lullra'i to Aniaravati instead of being 
confined to the ^Mathura region as had commonly been supposed. 
The Andhra sculpt of Aniaravati, however, is more deeply 
imbued wuth religious feeling than is the contemporaneous 
Kushan scul{)lure of ^^laihura, a fact that is probably connected 
wuth the persNtonco in Andhra sculptiu’c preference for the 
symbolic to the bodily representairion till the di'^appea ranee of 
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the clynably a century and a liali' later, \\liereas in Kuslian 
sculpture tlie bodil\ repiC'^enlation rapidly replaced the symbolic 
ri'preseiitation entirely. It also became clear tliat the southern

Hut the stocks in 
Indian languages were so large and tlie demand so sniull that 
coi’t’ei'iion slip^ liad to be |')ro[)ared lor them, wliich were not ivadv 
till the mid of January. ]b)r hhbniai’y and iNlarcli, however, 
the sales in JOoO t(atalled only 0 in all tliree languages, wJiile in 
1910 tlu'v rose to 71. Guidebooks, being intended primarily for 
tlio generad [lublic, are munially mnrt^ in domand than the Hulletins 
wliicli cater !ii(^'‘e for tlio-e wanting [nllcr information, hot the 
''hIc'^ b()tli oi them and oi plioiograi'^hs ^liow’ some increase even 
when an iibnonriallv largo sino-jo purchase at the end of Afarch 
1010 jv. (diminated as nnhkelx’ to recur. A drop has occurred in 
the sale of picture pos{ cards, but fld^ was to be expected after 
tlie publicat ion of tlie now^ volume of illusf I’ations. 

The very small demand for the “ Tfandy Guide ” in Indian 
lanen*uj<'^ gn\<* rt^e to unceriaiiiuy as to the extent to wdiich 
expl.'inatnry labels in these languages wamld be used. In view 
of the large number of visitors to the Aruseiim wlio are not liter- 
ate in English, however, to gudeavonr to interpret the exhibits 
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to them seemed an obvious duty, and all the main explanations 
have therefore been drawn up in Tamil and Telugu as well as m 
KiigliNh, though this added considerably to the work involved, 
not only here but also in the Government Press. Observations 
that 1 lui\e been making from the opening day onwards show 
that, thougli the explanations in English are undoubtedly those 
most widely U'^ed, the ones in Tamil and Telugu are also being 
carefully read, chiefly by ladies and by workmen or peasants. 
As the latter class would be most unlikely to spend 8 annas on a 
guidebook, even if one were to be produced in their language, 
tliese labels atlord the only means we have of helping them to 
understand the r^igniticance of what they see, and of spreading 
interest and kiunvledgo among the less privileged classes of the 
population. 

From what follows it wall be seen that work has gone steadily 
ahead in all secthais. 13ut concentration of attention and effort 
on the arclueologicul gallery has inevitably hampered progress 
elsewhere and a pause is now^ needed in which to consolidate 
present foundations, especially as advance in other galleries is 
bound to confront us with new problems, not the least of wliich 
is likely to be the ns(^ of Indian languages wliei’e exhibits are 
small, nuineroiis and mostly without ]) 0 |)u]ar names instead of 
few, large and comparatively familiar as in the archmological 
section. Probabh a special system of grouping will have to be 
devised before this can be done. But, wdiatever the difhculties, 
our efforts must now l')e directed to making the other galleries as 
attractive and informative as the new' arclueologlcal one. 

Tow^ards the eiul of the year an offer was i*eceived from the 
Director of the Geolog a-al Slu•ve^ of India, of help in tlie 
reoi'gamzation of the Geological gallery. This offei- I felt bound 
to accept in spite of our need for consolidation, especially as the 
geologi<‘al galleiy has long been neglected and tlie most unsatis- 
factorv ])art of tlie whole museum. But it will involve heavy 
additional work foi‘ th(‘ Botanical Curator at a time when the 
Botanical gallery is also in procc'-s of I'eorganization and needs 
his full attention, and tlie Director of the Geological Survey has 
alreadv pressed upmi me the need for a full time Geologist ])efore 
we can hope to have a geological gallery worthy of the Province, 
and capalib' of meeting its educational needs. 

Preliistoiy is in ef]UMlly urgent need of sepai'ation ^rom its 
present subordination lo Antliropology » and T take this oppor- 
tunity of l)ringing lo tlie notice of the Government the urgent 
necessity for the creation of Cnratorships both in geology and in 
prehistory as soon as funds are available for the purpose. As 
only a good geologist is likely to make a good Curator for pre- 
history it will probably be ])ossil>le to manage with a single post 
for both sn])jects to start with. 
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Botany . — Work in this section has been greatly handicapped 
by the ill health ol its late Curator, Sri P. V. Mayuranathaa, 
ciihuiiiating in hi^ death on Deeeinber i^t atler a ser\ice ot a little 
over do years in the Museum. During this time he has built up 
a useiitl reterence herbarium to serve us a basis for the future 
work of the section, as well as making useful original contribu- 
tions to tlie study of South Indian plants. An obituary notice 
wdl he found on pages dS-dO of Current Science,” Volume 

IX (eJanuarv JO-fO). Sri K. S. Srinivasan was appointed to 

succeed him on Pebruary 1 , 1910 . 

Additional exhibits liave been prepared and placed in the 

gallery, and specimens collected b\ ^Ir. l^arnes in the Billigiri- 
rangau lulls ha\e been added to the reserve collection. We are 
grateful to i\Ir, Barnes for liis continued help and to the Arnold 
AiPoretum of Harvard rniversity for the funds placed at our 

disposal to facilitate collecting jointly for them and for ourselves. 

Zf^oloifij. — W'ork on the shells of the Aladras beach was con- 
tinued, and ^ariou^ authentically named specimens were added 
Ixlli to the galleiy and to the study collection. A few' additional 
insects were exhibited and a skeleton of a llama prescmted by the 
Coi'poration of Madras was added to the study collection. 

1110 section is again much indebted to Mr. Crichton who has 
coiiCmued to present it wutli a number of rare ^Madras shells and 
to Air. AVinckw'orth for his unstinted help in naming molluscs. 
We must also thank Dr. Ahmed, Physician to His Highness the 
Sultan of the Alaldives, for presenting the Aruseum witli a collec- 
tion of interesting shells, lobsters and (‘rabs from those islands 
and the Corporati('tn of Afadras for the (‘arcass of a llama which 
died in the Zoological gardens. 

At tlie reijuest of the Principals of the Afadras Stanley Aledical 
College and the Changanacherrv College, Ahvaye, an attender 
from each of these institutions was given training in taxidermy. 

AntJiropolofiy. — The kind of harp showm in early Indian 
sculpture seems long to have disappeared in this country but 
still exists in Burma though now very rare even there. A speci- 
men has been secured for tlie Afuseum with the aid of U Ba 
Tllaing, f'hief Executive Dfficer, Afandalay Afunicipality. The 
Sri SwMim Hathiramji Afutt , Tinrpati of a A^ai^hn ivite ^ect of 
Bairagis, kindly ])resented tlie Afuseum with a specimen of their 
flag, the only one received dining tlie year. Hamiman is repre- 
sented on one side and Garuda on the other (plate iih Two 
boomerangs, one of wmod and one of iron, w'ere presented by the 
Pudiikkottai DaiPai* and nre of special interest to us. 

The Curator is still woiking on serpent lore and on some of 
the primitive tribes of the Wynaad. 
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Prcliistovy . The loan exhibits froni IMoheujo-Daro have been 
moved to the ^liiall allneated to theiii m the new extension 

and have been aiiginentcd by the addition of planter casts ot the 
most important seulptuixs and b\ piiotographes showing streets, 
drainage, water-.^upph , etc., labels in Tamii and Telngu a.s well as 
in Knglish being used to indicate their significance. Painted 
pottery finni Harappa luis been received from the Director- 
(feuenil of Arclaaology and will .be exhibited shortly. 

iNIr. A . D. Kii^hna^Nv'ami has worked out the material he 
collected for ns a vear ago from a compound belonging to AFr. 
Al. A. T irunara\ anachan in Ivilpauk, and mentioned m last year’s 
report. Among the pottery he has recognized two new* types of 
ve-^^el confirming the suggestion based on the unusual type of 
sarcophagus leg found, that this site represents a culture differing 
fi’om tliat known from other Kilpauk sites. It is therefore sur- 
prising that instead of being confined to levels deeper than those 
worked on other sites the same culture petxists on this site from 
tlie lowc.st burials to within a few* feet of the ^uida.ce and must 
therehu’e have been contemi^oraneous with tlic coinuKUiei' tvpe 
around it. Id i ere ^eems a pi^'^-^ihility that it may be related to 
the cuUiu‘e lound at Adrapatnain referred to in the next para- 
graph. Of special intere-^t in a hiirial obviously belonging to the 
Iron Age is the finding of a microhtinc core of chert, a iiuartzito 
scraper and a car\ed hone point 01 u' la^t nidortanately incoin- 
plete) at a depth of only about i\ feet lielow th.e surface. Kdpauk 
burials clearly reipiire fnrtlier investigation. 

Several tei'racotta figurine^ nnd a large collect iim of ])eads and 
potsherds liave been presented by Prof. Jouveain])u])reuil , all 
h’om A^irapatnain and other site^ in tlie neighhoiuhood of 
Pondicherry. 

The extensive Stone Age collection from the Xellore district, 
made by Rev. and Airs. F. !^. Alan ley lias ])eeu fully catalogued 
l>v the Curator for Anllir(fpol<)::\ and bnlf of it, inc[nd.,no repre- 
sentatives of all special types, lias ])eon pivsented hv tlie owmers 
to this Aluseum for permanent prc^-orvntion m its country of 
origin in accordance with ri-gulatiori'*.

}\A(fnis)natics - — A thorough re-examination of Treasure Trove 
finds of coin< from in:H-4n has been made and tho'^e not reijuired 
for tin' Mmoui'i cnllrePon hiu'c bcMMi -et aside for distribution, 
oxchaiigi' and sale. Further progi*c-s lias been made with tlie 
pro[)o]’ arrangement of the c-olloction , with tlie tentative classifi- 
cation of tlie mixed lots of cop[ier and sjher coins and of the 
copper coins purchased during the Curator's tours in 1935-37, and 
w itli the j>reparaticn of ]ilastei’ casts. 

(lif'DiicitJ cinist rvdtiou . — Highly hion/cs of from J inches to 
2 ft'Ot in height liavc been elcctrolytu'ally restored during the 
year. Owing lo the water shortage in the city and consecpient 
restriction of the hours of direct supply, and to an unfortunate 
delay in gelling the laboratory connected to the overhead tank 
on the roof of the new’ extension, it was only possible to complete 
the wii'-hing lu'covsarw for permanent results in the cast' of tlie 
(irst two of ihiMc to h<‘ done, -o thev alone could be givtm the 
final ]irotr'ci ivi' coaling of wax. Tlu'se with the thiiaeen men- 
tioned in (he last year’s annyal report make a total of fifteen thus 
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treated so far. Twelve of them show no signs of furtlier corrosion 
but three have recently begun to do so, in view ot which me 
Chemist has taken them back for further treatment. All will be 
carefully watched during the current year, for they afford the 
first real test we have had of the permanent efdcacy of this process 
for moderately large images. 

The Curator has completed his experiments on methods likely 
to be suitable for the proper preservation of Amaravati marble 
and prehistoric iron. He has commenced conservation wcik or. 
the latter, but as lie was unable to do so till a continuous water- 
supply was made available nothing lias yet been coin[)leted. He 
has been prevented from commencing work on the former by the 
12,793 coins that he has had to attend to, to make possible their 
classification by the Curator for Xumismatics. C>f these coins 
4 were silver, 10,085 lead and 2,704 bronze. Five pieces of 
prehistoric pottery were cleaned, and analyses have been conducted 
of prehistoric iron and of bornze vessels and coins from treasure 
trove finds. And he has begun a systematic stiulv of the 
metallurgy and metallography of the last two, having been 
granted the necessary facilities by Mr. G. C. Mills, Chemist and 
Metallurgist to the M. lC S. ^l. Ihiilway, in the I'ailway laboi'a- 
tories at Ferambur, for which we ai’e very grateful. 

Quarterly inspections of the condition of the collections have 
been continued, but have been considerably hampered by neces- 
saiw concentration of attention by many of the staff on work for 
the new archmological galierx and l)y the ill-li^Mltli of the Boiaiiicai 
Curator. 

Service to schools and colleges . — Museum demonstrations were 
given for 173 teacliers from fifteen Indian ))o\s’ s^^diooF, two 
Indian girls’ schools and three JAiropean schools. ]\Iost of the 
teachers attended in the case of the girls’ scliools, but not much 
more than half of those who asked for the demonstrations from 
the other schools. The time of those who conduct the demonstra- 
tions could be moi‘e usefully employed if only those who will 
leally come would apply. No demonstration could be given in 
Botany on account of the ill-health of the Curator. 

T'^npils from 1 fir>t grade college, 3 teacher^' ti'aining colleges, 
3 technical schools, 67 high schools and 66 primary schools of the 
city w^ere brought to the Museum by their teacliers, the total 
number of visits paid by these schools being 174 and considerably 
higher than last year ^ the number of pupil visits being 6,935 

lln previous; aTiiiual reports, when different parties from a sinj^]^* sdiool 
raine at cliff cront times in tlie same day, eaeh was reckoned as a sei)arate 
▼isit, and tho number given for scliools is really the number of visits, 
schools repeating their visit being ronnted over again. This vear the 
nnniher given is that of different scliools onlv. no school being counted 
twice, and all parties sent on a '>ingle clay Ixdng inehided as a single visit. 
The 17^^ visits recorded last >ear must therefore ho compared not witli the 
174 recorded above hut with 199 wli ch would ho tho number on last year’s 
system of reckoning. 
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and of teacher visits 257 or about one teacher to every 27 pupils 
instead of one to every 40 as was the case last year. We hope 
this may be taken to indicate a greater interest on the part of the 
teachers both in the significance of the exhibits and in seeing 
that this significance is understood as fully as possible by the 
pupils. From other parts of India, including Bombay, Hyderabad 
and Mysore, parties came from 3 colleges and 17 schools, with a 
total of 765 pupils and 36 teachers. 

Grounds and buildin(js . — The method described in last year’s 
report, by which we are trying to keep the lawns neat and tidy 
wdh a- minimum of labour and expense, continues to prove satis- 
factory. The keeping down of weeds has ceased to present any 
serious difficulty, and the species of grass selected requires very 
little attention — far less than the haridiali grass usually planted. 
In spite of the water shortage planting of this grass was com- 
pleted in good time, advantage being taken of every brief period 
of rain, these being followed up when necessary by watering from 
the tank in the compound till roots were sufficiently established. 
So when the November rains came all grass that had been 
recently planted quickly grew thick, flowering also occurring in 
November. Cutting was only done towards the end of the month, 
when the flowers were withering, and all edges were trimmed 
before the opening of the new gallery at the beginning of 
December — an easy process as this grass has no underground 
stems to shoot up again — and neither cutting nor trimming has 
since been required. As the regular watering of such a large area 
is prohibitive the grass is now very brown. But it is all there 
ready to burst into green again when rain falls. 

The new extension to the building has been occupied during 
the year, the Curators moving into their rooms on the top floor 
in May 1939 and the gallery on the ground floor being opened 
as already noted on December 4. The building recently vacated 
by the Government Oriental Manuscripts Library has been con- 
verted into an extension to the Buddhist sculpture gallery. 
Eesearch workers have used both the rooms kept vacant for them, 
one being occupied by Mr. Y. D. Ivrishnaswami. who is still 
working there on our Ivilpauk pottery, and the other for a short 
time by Mr. E. Worman of Harvard University and then by 
Mr, T. N. Eamachandran of the Archceological Survey of India, 
wffio came here to try to finish his long delayed account of our 
Buddhist metal images w'hen on leave m ^ladras, but w’as unfor- 
tunately prevented by ill-health from doing so. Further improve- 
ments have been made to the buildings with a view* to increasing 
the security of the collections. 

The latrine previously provided in the compound for the use 
of visitors w^as so far behind the building that they bad great 
difficulty in finding it. And it has long been in unsatisfactory 
condition. Plans for improvements were drawm up several years

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ago, but after several modifications they had to be abandoned as 
the only available effluent pipe was too small to admit of effective 
automatic flushing, and the general public are not yet able to 
work individual flu>shing without frequent damage to the appara- 
tus. The new extension to the jMuseum buildings is provided 
with a larger effluent pipe and in the year under review a new 
latrine was erected at a more convenient place and connected to 
it. This latrine was specially designed to meet the needs of the 
general public, it is automatically flushed with water from a 
good well in the compound and is easy to keep clean and free from 
bad odours. It is working satisfactorily and the old latrine has 
been closed.

CONNEMAEA PUBLIC LIBEAKY. 

The total number of books added to the Library during the 
year, apart from periodicals was 579. 

The number of institutions sending their journals in exchange 
for the Museum bulletins was 250 as compared with 246 in the 
previous j^ear. The number of different journals sent by these 
institutions was 280 as compared with 273 of the previous year. 
The number of standard works sent by them was 45. Four new 
institutions, viz., (1) Institute Politecnico Nacional, Mexico, 
(2) Lunds University, Sweden, (3) Deccan College, Eesearch 
Institute, P(X)na, and (4) Sri Venkateswara Oriental Institute, 
Tripathi, were added during the year and four institutions, viz., 
(1) Museum de Goeldi Para, (2) Public Museum, Milwalkee, (3) 
London School of Hygiene, London, and (4) Editor, ‘ Science and 
Society,’ London, were removed as they ceased to send their 
publications. 

On account of the outbreak of hostilities with Germany, the 
following 12 institutions, with whom we w^ere on exchange, have 
been temporarily removed from the exchange list. (1) China 
Institute, Frankfurt, (2) Stadtisches Museum fur Volkerkunde, 
Kohn, (3) Gesellschaft fur Ostasiatische, Berlin, (4) Staatliches 
Museum fur Volkerkunde, Berlin, (5) Museum fur Volkerkunde, 
Munchen, (C) Gesellschaft fur Vorgeschichte und Geschichte der 
Oberlansitz, Bautzen, (1) Anthropological Gesellschaft, Vienna, 

(8) Verein der Freunde Asiatischer Kunst und Kulture in Wien, 

(9) Institute fur Volkerkunde der Universitat, Wien, (10) Kolle- 
guim des Naturhistorischen Museums, Vienna, (11) Oriental 
Institute, Prague, (12) Oriental Institute, Warsaw. 

Two new periodicals, viz., (1) Eeview of Applied Mycology 
and (2) Indian Journal of Entomological Society of India, have 
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been added during the year and subscriptions for the undermen- 
tioned nine joui*nals, viz., (1) Anthropos, (2) Minerva Jahrbuch 
der Gelerten welt, (3) Zeitschrift der Deutschen Morganlandischen 
Gesellschaft, (4j Zeitschrift fur Etlinology, (5) Zoologiscne 
Jahrbucher Allgeminine, (6) Zoologische Jahrbucher Anatomie, 
(7) Zoologische Jahrbucher Systematic, (8) Zoologische Jahrbucher 
Supplement and (9) DeufscEen Entomologischen Zeitschrift were 
suspended as they happened to be German periodicals. 

The number of books bougHf from the grant for Standard

Dhanakofi Miidaliar Library . — One Fine Arts book at a cost 
of Es. 60 was added to the Lhanakoti Mudaliar Library which 
is incorporated in the Fine Arts Section of the Connemara Public 
Library. Tw^o more books at a cost of nearly Es. 180 have been 
ordered for addition to the Lhanakoti Mudaliar Library. 

ClaHsificahon and catalog ni}uj . — All new books and periodicals 
received during the year under review were classified and 
catalogued under their respective sul)|ects. Sub-classitication was 
done for the books on Philosophy and Psychology. A large number 
of the old and wmrn-out cards in the author cabinet were replaced 
by new Libraco cards. 

Consultation and loan . — The number of readers whc visited 
the Library during the year was 47,894 and the number of volumes 
consulted was 144,61)7 as compared with 124,449 of tlie previous 
year. The number of volumes lent to the residents in the city 
and its vicinity during the year w^as 25,630 as compared with 
23,933 of the previous year. The total number of depositors at 
the close of the year was 2,004 as compared with 1,844 of the 
previous year, the number of new depositors during the year being 
160 and the average daily number on the books was 572. The 
number of volumes lent to mufassal libraries during the year was 
122 as compared with 49 of the previous year. 

One mufassal Library, viz., Andhra University Library was 
affiliated to the Connemara Public Library during the year. 

Fnruit}(rc oid fittings. --Flo new furniture was purchased 
during the year but five almirahs were transferred to this Library 
from the building vacated by the Oriental INIanuscripts Library 
when the former w^as shifted from the Museum compound. These 
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five almirahs were repaired and remodelled to suit the needs of the 
Connemara Public Library. The counter of the Connemara 
Public Library was remodelled subsequent to the introduction of 
turnstiles at the entrance and exit gates. 

Binding and mending of books . — A special grant of Es. 1,500 
was sanctioned by the Government for binding and rebinding the 
books and periodicals of the Library, as the Government Press 
could not undertake this work. The number of volumes bound 
by private binders was 2,316. Many books that required minor 
repairs uere mended in the Library.

(li) Sudarsana standing similarly on a cireulai pitjiant ^ ; early type of Sudarsana 
chakra with small flames but flat, is shown on the crown m continuation of it. 
Purchased locally. (pL iii) 

14. Buddhist images presented by Mr. J. C. Stodart, I.C.S., Retired Judge 
of the High Court of Judicature, Madras- — 

(1) Buddha with his hands on his lap in the sainaliita attitude in the Amitabha 
fashion, seated on a padnbu pitha over a hhadra-jntha with a central frontal 
projection of the latter. There are curls on the head in circular rows and 
a small flame at the top. The samghdti is clearly shown by the border of the 
cloth on the chest, left hand and feet. The urnd is not showm on the fore- 
head. The small third civara is present . 

(2) Buddha standing on a circular plate to he lit ted to a pudomipitha over a 
bliadrapitha to which is attached a prabhd. Buddha wears an upper garment 
covering both shoulders wJiose folds aio indicated by lines and which runs 
in ziz-zag fashion from the wrists wliere the border is indicated. The 
hands are in abhaya and varada. The hair is arranged in rows of curls 
and there is a flame at the top. There is the urnd on the forehead. 
The pedestal has two miniature stupas at the two front comers. 
The prabha is rather tall and is ornamented with a Buddhist stupa on top 
and has two monks with hands in ahjali on either side, probably Maudgal- 
yayana and Sariputra, Buddha’s favourite disciples. The prabha is fitted to 
the pedestal by rings attached to it which fit projecting nails from the 
pedestal. 

(3) Buddha sta^nding on a padmapltha over a hhadrapiihit ^lmlla^ to Ko. 2 
in all respects but somewhat smaller. Lacking the prabha, etc. The 
pedestal is not a separate piece and it lacks the decorative stupas. The 
uma though present is not clear. 

(4) Buddha standing on padniapitha over Bhadra 2 jitha and similar to the 
previous ones. The prabha has the stupa decoration and the two monks. 
The prabhd alone is a separate piece, the pedestal not being separate from 

f the figure. The uryid is present and is circular. There is an inscription in 
Tamil incised on the lotus petals of the padmapltha. The letters read Ka ti 
ra ya yi pa zha na da ya meaning ‘‘ having become a tender sheaf (kadir) 
towards the path of fruition.” 

15. (1) Twenty early Pre-kushan terracottas purchased through the kind offices

APPENDIX TV. 

Visitors, Staff, etc. 

Visitors to the Miiseiim , — Since the opening of the extensions on the'4th 
December 1939, it has been possible to obtain morn correct statistics regarding the 
number of visitors, accurate counting being greatly facilitated by the arrangements 
at the new entrance. The system of maintaining separate statistics for the front 
and rear buildings was accordingly discontinued from that date, the majority of the 
visitors coming through the main entrance. It had been hoped that correct 
numbers would be recorded automatically by a turnstile, but as its mechanism has 
proved, defective in use visitors still have to be counted by the door-keeper. We 
believe the results to be substantially c,orrect, Imt it is equally evident that they 
have nob been so m the past, but have licen mueh tm. higii. Thus the crowd ou 
Kannu Pongal day was evidently a iword one this year. But the number of 
visitors counted was only 61,961 as compared with 91, 3o9 in 1938-39 and 125,877 
in 1937-38. The turnstile is being attended to by the Public Works Department. 
The statement of visitors for the year has had to be based on the average of the two 
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buildings for the oight mouths fiom April to Novombei, and on tfle actual number 
of visitors who passed through the new main entrance during the remaining 
months. The figures thus arrived at are compared witli the average of tiie two 
buildings for the previous year as follows but all except those for the two crowded 
festival days in 1939-40 tiro probably oonsldorabi}* too high, as the improved facili- 
ties for counting have only been available for the last lour months of the year :-~

2. The notable additions to the Museum collection dming the year were 
one Nataraja image of the Pandyan type, the Dowlaishwaram hoard of 
Eastern Chalukyan and Chola gold coins and a large collection of North 
American antiquities got by exchange from the Peabody Museum of the 
Harvard University. 

3. The number of coins acquired during the year were 343 gold and 
14 copper coins. The most outstanding among the acquisitions were a 
hoard of 127 gold coins from Dowlaishwaram consisting of 49 coins of 
Eastern Chalukya Rajaraja I and 78 of Cholakulottunga 1. 

4. Educational demonstrations were given by the Museum to forty-five 
teachers belonging to twelve Indian High Schools (including 3 Girls’ High 
Schools). Students from colleges and schools in the city and the mufassal 
came on organized visits to the Museum as usual. The Superintendent, 
Government Musemn, gave radio talks in the series chiefly intended for the 
1 Universities. 


5. Six trainees deputed from various educational institutions and ^Museums 
were- given training in 'Museum work. The paper entitled “ The Thaliacea 
ni’ the Madras Plankton ” was sent to Press for publication as a Museum 
lliilletin. 


6 The Museum continued to give facihties for meetings, etc., to the 
Archeological Society of Southern India and to the South Indian Society 
of Painters. 


7 \n exhibition of Indian Art was held in London from November 1947 
to March 1948 under the auspices of Royal Academy of Art. On the sugges- 
tion of the Government of India this Government extended their co-opera- 
tion to the Royal Academy, and ordered the loan of the 22 of the best metal 
images, stone' sculptures, wood carings and paintings of this 
Museum Collection for the London Ex -^.^tion.

GOVERNMENT MUSEUM. 


1. INTRODUCTION, 


Ihtrease ifi the viimbei of visitors , — la the report for 1016-47, I had 
(‘ccasion to refer to the small increase in the number of \isitors to the 
Museum, but during the year under report now, the increase has been 
marked. Though the Museum was closed for an extra inunber of days on 
account of the Independence Day celebrations (August 14, 15 and 16, 1947) 
and also during the period of mourning of Mahatma Gandhi’s death, the 
nuinbe*’ of visitors went up from 393, 151 to 5r50, 348, an increase of about 
per cent. This may be ascribed to the publicity work, to tln‘ special 
exhibitions and possibly also to the growth of interest in the cultural aspect 
of the Museum. The average number of visitors per day was 1,655. 


Distinguished visitors . — His Excellency the Governor accoinpaiiied by 
Ijis Private Secretary visited the Museum on 1st May 1947. A special selec- 
tion of South Indian coins and foreign coins discovered in this Province 
'vere specially displayed for His Excellency the Governor s examination. 

1’he Indo-British Cultural Mission headed hy Swainv Avyaktananda of 
die Ramakrishna Alission centre in London visited the Aluseum on 13th 
February 1948. 

Other distinguished visitors were the menihers of the Australian Scientific 
Mission, His Excellency the Chinese Ambassador and party, and His Grace 
ilu‘ Bishop of Trichur. 

Notable accessions , — An important accession of the year is a Nataraja 
image of the Pandyan type from Poriipuniettupatti village, riruuiangalam 
taluk. Madura district, k^iuired as treaMire-trove (Ei^. 5). 4die image is 
^lightly mutilated, but in spite of this, it is a masterpiece of artistic work 
mI' which anv nation can be proud. In workmanship it is excelled only by 
I lie world-famous Tiruvelangadu Natesa bronze in this IMuseum. 

The Dowdaishwaram hoard of Eastern Chaliikyan and Chola gold coins 
acquired during the year under report is in some respects one of the most 
leniarkable numismatic find‘s of Southern India (Fig. 1-4): coins this 
hoard contain legends commemorative of the Chola conquest of Kedah in 


Malaya.

The last was opened b.v His Excellency the Governor and attracted a 
great deal of attention as the paintings, particularly those of Tibet were of 
extraordinary interest. The opening function of the serigraph exhibition 
was presided over by Mrs. IMona Hensinan, m.l.c. 

Loan of sculptures, etc., for the Royal Academy Exhibition on India^^ 
ilrt.-'-What has been regarded as the grandest exhibition of Indian Arr 
was held in London from November 1947 to March 1948 under tli^ 
auspices of the Eoyal Academy of Art. The Madras Government, on the 
sug^gestion of the Government of India, extended their liberal co-operatioi^ 
of the Tioyal Academy and ordered the loan of 22 of the best metal images, 
stone sculptures, wood carving and paintings in the Madras Museum 
collections for the Loiidon exhibition (^leino. No. 69220 0-2/46-4, Education, 
dated 2nd A\n’\l 1047). The selection of these 22 objects was made by th^ 
Royal Academy delegation that \rsited the Museum. For the selection of 
works of modern art, a regional committee was constituted for Madras, ai 
the suggestion of Shrimati Sarojini Naidu, Chairman of the India Committee. 
The Hon’ble Sri T. S. Avinashilingam Chettiar, Minister for Education, 
was the Chairman of the Madras Regional Committee and Dr. A. Aiyappan, 
the Honorary Secretary of this Committee (G.O. Ms. No. 979, Eclucarmn 
dated 10th May 1947). A sub-committee of the Regional Committee visited 
Hyderabad where they selected some exquisite specimens of textile and some 
paintings for despatch to London. About sixty paintings by various living 
Artists in Mysore, Cochin, Travancore, and Madras Province were submitted 
for selection but the sub-committee of judges felt that none of these paint- 
ings came up to the expected standard and so rejected them. 

The specimens sent from the Madras Museum w^ere very well received. 
Prof. Raymond Eirth, of the London University, wrote as follows about 
some of our bronzes : — 

“ We ar 3 having now the Indian Art Exhibition in London, as you 
know, and some of yom* Museum things are really magnificent : your Rama 
and Parvati, and Siva Nataraja bronzes, for instance. . . . The interest 

in the Exhibition here has been fairly considerable, though the unfamiliarity 
of the subject-matter and of the cultural background has made many people 
uncertain of their attitude to the objects as art. I think it has done one 
thing, though it has made many people realise how^ narrow and inadequate 
was the view of Indian Art as essentially distorted, over-rich, over- 
ornamented sculpture. Some of the early niedvteal work is so clearly the 
reverse of this.’* 

‘-Tn the pictorial account of the exhibition published in the Illustrated 
London News (December 16, reproductions of three of the Madras 

. Museum bronze^ appear, namel^, Ganesa (eighteenth century) Hanuman 
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(eleventh century), and Siva Nataraja (eleventh century). A double-page 
illustrated article about the Madras Museum exhibits at the Royal Academy 
Exhibition appeared in the Illustrated Weekly of India (November 2, 1947). 

I Depiiiaiion of the Curator for Zoology to United States of America and * 
United Kingdom . — At the commencement of the current official year Mr. 
S. T. Satyamurti, Curator, Zoological section, was on deputation to thn 
United States for training in Museum work. He returned to India about 
the middle of September 1947, after completing his course of studies in 
modern museum methods at the American Mnseiun of Natural Histoiy in 
New York and at the British Museum (Natural History) at South Kensin^on 

I in London. Besides learning the various techniques of Museun) preparation, 
he undertook a comprehensive study of the latest methods of display and 

1 exhibition adopted in these Museums. A large nuinl)er of fine photographs, 
much useful literature and numerous samples of models and materials used in 
Museum preparation have been acquii‘<Hl for the Museum through his over- 
seas tour. I have great pleasure in recording that the deputation has been 
distinct technical gain for this Museum and the knowledge, gained is being 
put into practical use, with skill and enthusiasm. 


2. HALLERIES, BUTLDTNaS AND GROUNDS. 

Labels in Tamil and Telugu have been tried on a small scale from 1938 
ni the anthropological and archaeological sections and also in the economic 
botany gallery. This year it was extended on a limited scale to the zoological 
exhibits also. 

Reorganization and labelling in tlu' geological gallery are neariiig com- 
pletion. 

The reptile gallery is being moderm/ed ; one diorama ease has been 
already added. 

The invertebrate gallery was la^floored. Eleclric light and fan were pro 
vided for the coin room. 

Tn the grounds, hedges were provided for three of the larger lawns, and 
a new lawn was laid on the sjdt' of the new extensions. 


3. EDUCATIONAL WORK. 


DPAnonstrahayis to teachers. — Forty-five teachers belonging to twelve 
Indian High S^nhools (ijulcuding three Girls’ High Schools) attended the 
demonstrations held on Saturdays for the benefit of the teachers. 

Organized visits to the Museum from 229 city schools numbering

— During the year the Cmator was deputed 
1)\ Government to tlie American Museum ot Natural History in New^ York 
and the British Museum (Natural History) in Tjoridon, for training in Museum 
work. 




Acccs.'^ions of specimens. — A number of specimens were acpnired for the 
Museum dining tht* \eai‘. Among Invertehiates. two specimens of the large 
poisonous spider, Poecitothera re(fuHs, one of the allied species Poedlothero j 
iuetalluut , a set of marine Grstiopod and laimellibraTicli sliells, two pieces 
of the organ-pipe coral, Tnhipora miisira, two of Madrcpora sp. and one of J- 
the cup-sliapt‘d solitaiw coral, Fungia were ac(|uired and preserved among Ihc r 
reserve collections. Among fishes, ttvo specimens of the olive green eel, 
Muraoia sathefc. procured and added to the reserve collectmns. In ; 

t^Q^ordance with the [iroposed scheme for renovating the snake gallerv, 
number of fresh specimens of snakes w'ere obtained from time to time for i 
the piepa ration of casts for exhiliition. After the casts are made the originals 
of these specimens are preserved in spirit for the study collections. These 
include one specimen of OJigodon arnensjs, tw’o of En/r cnnirus\ one of Eni^ 
jofun. one of the cobra AVu’a naia^ and one specimen each of Tropidonotus 
pd scat or. Dendrophis pirta and Dry o phis mycterizans (young one). A speci- 
men of the rare poisonous coral snake, Callophis mclamirus ^ whicli was new' 
to the collection, was also ricquired and suitably })reserved. A large speci- 
men of the marine turtle, Chelonia mydas, was procured from the Aladras 
liarbpnr for tlv^ jai'parcdion of its carapace, plastron and Either skeletal . 
elements. Among tirds, a collection of common birds from Vandahir and 
.\dyar were (shfained and prepared as study skins. Aiming mammals, 'I 
the accessions include an ant eater, Manis crassicandata , wKose skin and 
skeleton were prepared for the studv collections, and a cured, brightly f 
coloured skin of a giant squirrel presented to the Museum bv the District 
Agricultural Officer, Trichinopoly. 

Preparation of e^rhihifs and (jaUery irorh'.—\ scheme for the firepara- ^ 
tion of fresh painted casts of snakes to replace the spirit-preserved specimenf 
-fn the gallery was undertaken immediately on the Curator’s return from 
abroacl. and the work is in progress. A diorama containing a couple o! 
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Ku"'^t‘ll h Vipers set ui then luiluiul liaunts <Fiy. H), with a painted backgroiKuf 
\'as constracted and put up tor exhibition in the reptile gallery; the cas© 
IP built on the lines of modern American diiiroinas, but on a smaller scale. 
A hue specimen of the large land tortoise, Testiido was also put up 

i(»r exhibition in the reptile gallery (Fig\ 7). lu the bird gallery rhe six 
central show cases containing the systematic series ol birds have been parti- 
tioned in the middle in order to provide a background for the birds exhibited, 
and the work of paiuting these partitions as well as tht* entire interior of 
rliesH cases ha'^ been commenced, the birds aie ilso being rearranged against 
the pleasing j^reen ])ark-rounds in these cases. In the upstair galleries the 
'•iitii'e liali devoted to the exhibition of invertebrate^ had to be vacated for 
repairing and polishing of its flooring, and the exhibitions of the specimens 
in tlie hsli^ ii]vertel)rate and coral galleries were thuronghly tidied up and 
learranged after the completion of the repair of the flooring. A large number 
of l)roken glass panes in the show cases were replaced by new ones prior to 
il.'is rearrangement. Two large specimens of the beautiful pearh Ear shell, 
Haliolis svUndens and Haliotis rufescenSy three brightly coloured specimens 
of the auger shell, Tcrehra^ which wTre new to the collection, a single large 
shell of Cypraea te^>tudmciria and a number of attractive coloured picture post- 
cards of butterflies were mounted and exhibited in the Invertebrate gallery, 
^lanv of the exhibi*:s, especially in the reptile, bird and mammal galleries 
were provided with bold, glass-bound labels in Tamil. Descriptive labels for 
a number of coral exhibits were printed at the Government Press for use in 
the coral gallery. 

rtes^rve coUtetions . — A large number of reserve collection specimen 
liottles were thoroughly cleaned, replenished wnth spirit and provided ^ ith 
fresh w^ashers and labels written in black waterproof ink, as the old labels 
were in danger of becoming illegible. A large (juantity of reserve skeletal 
nmterial obtained from the Zoo has also been cleaned and stored up^ 

Special exhibitions . — A special exhibition of a series of full plate-sized 
photogi'aphs. entitled ' Animals and their haunts was held in November, 
I *147, in the entrance hall of tlie Afuseuin tor a period of a fortnight. The 
photographs ilepicted habitat groujis of various mammals and birds and 
vveie pureliased for the Aluseum l)v the Curator wliile on deputation. The 
iiewlv eonstructed dioi'ama dep etmg the habitat group of the Russell s vipei 
tFig’. was illuminated artificially and pin up as a spec ial exhibit at th^ 
entrance hall of tlie Museum for'^a |>eriod of three week- during Afarch, 
HHh. piior to ivniov^al lo the reptile gallery. 

Publications and research . — The paper entitled The Thaliacaea of the 
Madras fdanhfon was carefully edited and sent to the Government Press for 
rubheation as a Aluseum Bnlietm. I'he svsteuiatic work by the Curator ou 
the Lamellibranchs of Knisadai Island, which had been interrupted for 
"oirit- tone owing U) his overseas deputation, has now' been resumed and the 
Curator is coniiniiing tins work after having completed Ins typescript ixi tlie 
Gastiopods of Knisadai Island, which is now^ ready to go in for pubhcation as 
a Museum Bulletin. 4'he Curator also contributed popular articles on 
Mnseuin t<«pic- m the Madra,^ Information and the of Inchon 

Mu.senm^^'. 

FAucafionnl p,eyntlolmi'<.—Thiee hundred specimens nf c(Jclu-o:ic;ies 
were collected . preserved und despatched to the Zoolop:y Department of the 
University of Reading for class work. A few specimens of worms, shells and 
sponges were presented to the Madras Public Health Department. A sxeci- 
men of the pond tortoise, Triotn/r leithi was piocured and sent to a research 
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worker in Germany for study. A specimen of the saw-scaled viper, Echis 
cannata, was presented to the Maharajah’s College, Vi^ianagram, for 
demonstration to the students. A number of spare specimens of shells, 
corals and sponges were pre^sented to the Osmania College, Kumool, for 
exhibition in their Museum. 

Training in taxidermy. — Mr. Khadhilkar, Senior Laboratory Assistant of 
the Karnatak College, Dharwar, was given intensive training in taxidermy 
and museum methods for a period of eight months. Mr. Sankaran, Labora- 
tory Assistant of the Madras Christian College, has also been undergoing 
training in taxidermy at this Museum since March 1st, 1948. 


Botany and Geouogy. 

General work in Botany sectioy }. — As the Curator’s time was fully taken 
up by the Geology galleries, the reorganization and overhauling of the 
Botany galleries had to be suspended during the year under review. Efforts 
to complete the Ecology cases and the collection of the Madras City Flora, 
had also to slowed down. The routine work in the section, however, was 
Irept up, and a large number of herbarium specimens were cured of fungus 
attack. 

Procurement of specimens . — A couple of herbarium specimens of Pyre^ 
tkrum were presented by the Cotton Specialist, Coimbatore; and a few shoots 
of Hydnocarpvs Wightiana (“ Neeradi Muthu Maram ” — Tamil) with 
fruits - by Prof. Giboin of Pondichery Medical Service; and a specimen of 
the stem"^, some fruits and a sheet oi Para rubber (Hevea braziliensis) by 
Dt. Bivatamasubramania Iyer of Travancore. The Curator, Industrial Sec- 
tion, Indian Museum, Calcutta, presented seventeen specimens of lac and 
lac products. Numerous herbarium specimens of plants, rare in South 
India, were gratefully received as presents from the Sylviculturist , Assam. 
A few specimens of oil, stem, resin and semi-petrified resin of the Indian 
Copal Tree Valeria indica) were procured from the District Forest Officer, 
South Kanara District, 

Photographic negatives , — Eight half-size photographic negatives (vide 
Appendix V) were prepared and added on to the collection of negatives in the 
section. 

Training in museum work . — Training in museum methods of preparing 
Botanical specimens was given to Mohan Naidu, attender, Muslim Women’s 
College, Eovapetta, from 7th to 30th June 1947, and to Ekamharam, attender, 
Vivekananda College, Mylapore, from 8th to 23rd December 1947. 

Help rendered to others . — Dried samples of the different plant parts of 
Plumbago Zeylanira and Huqoyiia mystax^ were sent to Dr. B. A. Krukoff 
of the New York Botanical Gardens ; and a few samples of seaweeds to 
Dr. A. E. Parr. Director, American Museum of Natural History. Twenty- 
two photographs were given to the Indian Museum, Calcutta, besides a loan of 
several negatives. Twelve half-size photographs were sent to Dr. B. L. 
Manuinath, Chief Editor, Dictionary of Economic Products of India, The 
Imperial Pencil Factory was helped with vernacular names of several trees 
recommended to them by the Forest department for pencil manufacture. 

Experiments . — A novel method of green colour preservation with formalin 
ujid copper sulphate, was successfully carried out by the Curator. Succeoiful 
attempts have been made to grow the Jahra ” plant (Birn orellana) of 
the Vizhgapatam Agencies, in the Mnsenm compound. 
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Hesearch. — The Curator of this section has undertaken to wOTk on the 
Uiedicinal flora of the Madras City jointly with the Curator, Industrial Sect’W, 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, . ^ 

'Fours. — ^The Curator went on study tours to the Vandalur forests and 
Le Xagari hills. 

i.eneral work in Geology section. — The reorganization of the Geology 
"alieries reached almost the point of completion this year. Efforts have 
‘^eeii made with fair success to complete the general geology and the fossil 
A large number of old defaced labels were thoroughly re-printed, a 
few hundreds of them at the Government Press, and over nine hundred by 
li ‘ Museum printer. Most of the reprinted labels were given neat glass- 
i/<nnes for better display. Prominent index labels were prepared for the 
' ^ferent groupings of the exhibits. Thanks are due to Prof. T. N. 
Ahulmswamy Iyer of the Presidency College and his assistants, for their 
jiistructive criticism and valuable hel}>, both of which enabled a speedy 
-^-organization of the galleries. 

Free /procurements. — A couple of photographs of the different views 
'I the principal machinery used in cement manufacture, were received as 
;?^'sents from the Associated Cement Companies, Limited, Madukarai. 
hj'of. T. N. Muthuswamy Iyer presented a few “ Streak Plates ’ for the 
- ^‘tiorial laboratory and five geological specimens for the geology^ gallery. 
Several photographs of the machinery used in the manufacture of iron and 
t/f i, along with a booklet, entitled Steel Town were presented by the 
Tata Iron and Steel Company. A gift of four specimens of acid traps was 
inade by Prof. A. S. Kalapesi, ph.o., St, Xavier’s College, Bombay. The 
Thrector, Geological Survey of India, has kindly sent to this Institution, free 
of cost, fifty-one fossils and a specimen of molybdenite. A couple of varieties 
"f ruby mica were transferred to tliis Museum from the Forest College,

Panchamukha vadyam, — This is a rare musical instrument which was 
ac(p]ired for this Museum as a relic said to have been used by the ancient 
rulers of Tanjore in di^dne worship. It is made of bronze and weighs over 
220 lb. A similar instrument is in use in the Siva temple at Tiruvarur. The 
five faces of the drum are covered with parchment and it is played to 
tiK) accompaniment of other musical instruments during the evening puja by 
the Archaka Thambiappan whose family is connected with this art for several 
generations. His services were requisitioned for renovating and tuning up 
the panchamukha vadyam in this Museum and the music played on it was 
recorded by the All-India Radio. 

Additional charge of Zoology section. — The Curator for Anthropology was 
in additional charge of the Zoological section of this Museum during thr 
period of deputation abroad of the permanent Curator for Zoology. (20th 
January to 15th September 1947.) 

Training of ninsenm personnel, — At the instance of Mr. E. V. Poduval, 
Director of Archaeology, Travancore, one artist draughtsman and one Curator 
were given training in museology in this Museum. 

Research facilities. — At the instance of Dr. H. D. Sankalia, research 
facilities were afforded to Tvlr. G. N. Das. scholar of the Deccan College of 
Post-graduate Study and Research, Poona, for studying the J. W. Breeks, 
collection of Megahtbic Pottery of the Nilgris district in this Museum. 

Permanent loan of e.rhibits for the Fort Mnsfenmj Madras. — Consequent 
on ihe i^cheduling of Fort St. Geoige as a protected monument and its being 
taken over by the ArchaBological Survey of India ihe idea of the formation 
of a military Museum w^as suggested by Col. D. M. Reid, of the Madras 
Guards, who in consultation with the Superintendent of the Madras Museum 
proposed the transfer of some of the heavy military ordnance and other 
dupdicate arms and ammunition in the Madras Museum in 1946. These 
articles which were obtained as trophies by the East India Company belonged 
to the Madras Arsenal before their exhibition in this Museum, These com- 
prising 143 items under 67 lieadings were removed to the Fort St. George 
by the Superintendent. Archaeological Survey of India, Southern Circle, in 
January 1948 (G.O. Ms. No. 708. Education, dated 31st March 1948)'. 

Temporary loan of articles for exhibition. — {a) A collection of typical 
pala.adithic and neolithic stone implements, some interesting South Indian 
weapons, and photographs of the aboriginal tribes of South India were loaned 
for the Harijan Industrial School Benefit Exhibition in April 1947. 

(b) A collection of prehistoric antiquities representing the stone and 
iron age cultures of South India was loaned for an exhibition in the 
(’hintadripet High School in connexion with their Jubilee celebrations. 

Fjxehanges and presentations. — (a) A huge collection of 705 prehistoric 
arttiqnitieB (consisting of 332 stone implements, 30 hone implements, 28 
entire pottery vessels and 315 potslierds) were I’eceived from the Peabody 
Museum of Harvard University in return for the collection taken out of India 
by Mr. Eugene C. Worman. Of the above collection 253 artifacts (consisting 
pf 118 stone implements, 11 bone implements, 14 entire pottery vessels and 
110 potsherds) were shipped to the Indian Museum, Calcutta, as the allocation 
for:&at‘ metitutipn. Arramgements are being made to exhibit selected 
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BpeciiQens of the remaining 452 antiquities which form the share of this 
Museum. This is one of our largest accessions and highly representative of 
the prehistoric cultures of the United States of America. 

(6) A small collection of palseoliths of the Madias facies is being ship- 
ped to the Director for Ai’ch^ology and Anthropology, Government of Sudan, 
in retm’n for a ^■ery rare Egyptian terracotta figure with hieroglyphics on 
it. 

(c) A small collection of palseoliths of the Madras facies, some neoUths 
from the Ceded Districts, pottery from Adichanallur (Tinnevelly district) and 
pottery, beads of semi-precious stones, glass and terracotta from Arikamedu 
ivi.s presented to the Cochin State Aluseum of Arehseology. 

(d) A similar collection of palseoliths, neoliths, pottery, beads, etc., 
was jiresented to the Department of Anthropology, University of Delhi. 

(e) Another similar collection of palaelith.s, neoliths, pottery, beads, 
etc., was presented to the Department of Anthropology, University of Madras, 

Distingui.shed cisitor. — Dr. Verrier Elwin, Deputy Director, Anthropo- 
logical Survey of India, visited the Ethnological galleries of this Museum in 
March 1948." He evinced considerable interest in the Kliond brass images, 
the Savara wooden objects and the remarkable soicery figures from Malabar. 
Ke has incidentally promised the gift of a number of uni(jue ethnographic 
materials of the Khond and Savara tribes. 

Research and publications . — A short note on the Malaiyalis of Salem 
district was prepared and included for publication in the Report of the Abori- 
ginal Tribes Welfare Enquiry Committee which is now in the press. 


Archeology and Art. 


Accessions . — Five stone idols and four metal images and a top portion of a 
lump, with five wick-months, were acquired from treasure trove finds. 
Amongst the metal images there is a Natesa of unique posture and superb 
workmanship got from Poruppumettupatty village in the Madura district 
IFig. 5). Other notable additions to the collections are— (1) “ Malabar 

Temples ” a painting in water colour by Sri R. P. Prasad ; (2) Tirupparan- 
kunram, Madura,” a painting in oils, by Sri R. Krishna Rao (both pur- 
chased) ; and thirty-one copper-plate grants, all single plates, received fiom 
the Government Epigraphist for India for deposit here. 


Eivchange . — Four bronze images of Chandikesvara , Rama, Sita and 
Gane.sa were given away to the IMuseum of Travancore State in exchange for 
four Kathakali figures, which are awaited (reference G.O. Ms. No. iwy. 
Education, dated the 1st October 1946). 

Royal Academy Exhibition.— Twenty-two of our best exhibits comprising 
eleven bronzes including the famous Tiruvelangadu Natesa seven stone 
•'•ulptmes, three paintings and a wood carving, have been loaned to the Rojal 
Academy, London, for their exhibition of Indian Art. 

Special exhibition. -There were two special exhibitions tjns

Tours . — The Curator Was on study tour to Conjeeveram in May 1947. In H 
* * November, he went to Tiruvadanai in Eamnad district for inspecting some . 
treasure trove metal images, visiting on the way Tanjore and Trichmopoly I 
for studying the temple architecture and sculpture of these places. In 
January 1948 he visited Tirupachanur, near Villupuram, for inspecting some 
stone sculptures. During this tour he also visited Dalavanur and Singavararu 
.near Gingee, for studying the early Pallava cave temples. In March 194H [ 
he visited Trivandrum for studying the Art and Archaeological galleries , 
at that place and at Padmanabhapuram. On his way to Trivandrum 
halted at Madura to study the temple there and at Tirupparankunram. 

Publications . — The manuscript copy of “ A handy guide to the Amaravati 
gallery is almost ready to be sent to the press. 

Numismatics. 

Daring the year under review the section continued to be under the charge 
of the part-time Curator, T. Balakrishnan Nayar, Professor of Indian 
History, Presidency College, Madras. 

The accessions to the Museum’s collection of coins in the course of the 
year were 343 gold and 44 copper coins. The most outstanding among the 
acquisitions has been a hoard of 127 gold coins from Dowlaishwaram, Eajah- 
nmndry taluk, East Godavari district, consisting of 49 coins of Eastern ’ 
Chalukya Eajaraja I and 78 of Chola Kulottunga I (Figs. l'-4). 

The Curator, w^orking on Saturdays and Sundays and other public holi- = 
days during term-time at the college and on all days of the week except ^ 
Sundays and other public holidays when the college was in recess, was 
engaged most of the time studying the gold coins in the Dowlaishwaram 
hoard. He read a paper entitled “ A recent hoard of Chola and Chalukyan 
coins from Dowlaishwaram ” before the South Indian Archaeological Society 
and has written up a monograph on the said hoard which is now ready for 
publication. 

Besides doing the routine work of identifying treasure trove coins received . 
from the districts the Curator was also engaged during the year in identifying 
coins sent to the Museum by the Government Epigraphist, the Director- r 
General of Archaeology, Government of India, and others from time to time. 

No special exhibition of coins was held during the year but on the occa- ^ 
siou of the visit to the Museum of His Excellency the Governor of Madras 
a representative collection of coins of South India was put up in the Archjeo- 
logical gallery and the exhibits explained by the Curator. 

Under instructions from the Superintendent, Mr. T. G. Aravamuthan, 
a former part-time Curator in Numismatics at the Museum, was allowed 
access to the Budinatham hoard of Eoman silver coins which he examined in 
the immediate presence and supervision of the Curator every Sunday during 
the month of March 1948 with a view to study it and to incorporate its new . 
material in his Catalogue of Roman Coins in the Madras Museum which the ' 
Museum is publishing. 

Chemical Conservation. 

Bronze images . — ^During the year under report, seven bronzes including 
a co^abmation of Somashanda with pedestal, were received for electrolytic 
Hutment. The height of these varied from 20 inches to 31 inches. They 
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were not in a bad state ot‘ corrosion at id had only a thin coating of the green 
pioducts of corrosion. The eleidrocheiiucal treatment of three bronzes has 
been completed and their unginul form and details restored. The other four 
bronzes are still under tieaiment, in view of the recurrence of corrosiou iu* 
course of time due to incomplete wasliing and presence of chlorides in the 
tap water, it has been tound advisable to give the bronzes a tinal wash with 
distilled water. The) are then dried (juickly b\ means of a hot air blovver 
and given a preservative coating oi '2 per cent celluloid in equal volumes of 
acetone and amyl acetate. 

Wood carvings. — Thirty-one wood carvings that were received from tlie 
arclueological section were washed weii and given a preservative coating of 
VSrf) 111 water. Dry rot is one of the few tvpes of fungi that attack wood 
with even 10 per cent of moisture. Even dry rot cannot thrive on absolutely 
dw wood, as it also re([uires moisture, although less than most others. 
ITierefore, m order to conserve the above 31 valuable wood carvings from 
tile attack of dry rot, thev iiave been treated m tlie manner stated. 

It<oi objects. — Thirty-tlii ee Adichanallur reserve iron unplements that 
were m a very bad state of corrosion weie lioiied m a JO [)er (‘ent solution of 
caustii* Soda and then lu water until all tlie salt and alkali are washed out. 
'Thev are thoroughly and (juieklv dried and while still hot, are given a pre- 
servative coating of paraffin wax. 

Two guns and a (’hem man kniie* w'eie also treated chemically and finally 
given a coating of wax. 

Silver coins . — A treasure trove find of (>o silver punch marked coins 
•Accession No. Hl6). acijuired iroiii Kolathupalayam sillage m Dliarapuram 
taluk in (’oiml>atore district were restoied. Thev were onlv slightly corroded 
and hence readily yielded to formic acid treatment. Alter restoration, :ul 
<d' tliem together, weighed about 13 tolas. 

Marble inscription. — A marble tiiseiiption, the lower half of which lias 
faded due to the flaking otf oi tlie inscribed faces was treated by Uie paper 
jadp metliod. It was then wamhed w*ith distilled water, dried quickly and 
given two coatings of 2 per cent celluloid cement. The flaking appears lo 
have been checked.

The total nuniber of books added to the Library during the year, apart 
ij ‘0111 periodicals, was 1,180. Apart from the grant of its. 7,200 for tiie pur- 
cliase of non- vernacular books and periodicals, a sum of Ks. 3,000 was made 
available by the Gu\ernmeiit for tiie purchase of books in Tamil, Telugu, 
Kannada and Malayalam during the year and the total number of books 
purchased in these languages was 386.
